The excitement at Washington is on the 


increase. It ia becoming more and more 
certain that no compromise can be offered 
by the north which the hot heads of the 
south will accept. The Missouri corapro- 
miie liae is not cnougli—the repeal of the 
personal liberty laws vriii not suffice—noth- 
ing -will do but the rsnognition, by a consti- 
tutional amendment, that slaves shall be 
protected as any other property in ihe ter- 
ritories, and a preinissiou to sojourn with 
them, as loug a3 they Jplease, in the free 
stales. This will never be yielded by the 
north, though the alternative be civil war. 
It is stated that the southern men are more 
ferocious and menacing, while the northern 
men are firm and determined. The latter 
are ready for an immediate issue. The 
members of the Pennsylvania delegation 
are becoming aroused, and declare postivo 
ly that their state will vote a large amount 
ol' money, and one hundred thousand men 
to sustain the UnioD. Thp House, which 
so far, has been temporising, has shown 
aoma vigor by laying Pryor's resolution 
against coercion upon the table by a deci- 
sive vote. 


The president ia said not io know six 


hoars ahead what coarse he will take in re- 
gard to Maj. Anderson or the enforcement 
of the laws in South Carolina. 
The 'presi- 


dential features have been turned slightly 
northward, within the last few days. He 
sees a storm coming up from that direction, 
and he veers around, as if preparing to iail 
wii h the new breeze. The nomination of a 
northern collector for the huroor of Charles- 
ton looks like business. We shall see, soon, 
•what it means. 


It is evident, however, that the president 


cannot long dodge the responsibility of ta- 
king a decided course. What it will be, no 
man can foretell.

PITTSBURGH, .Dec. 29. 


The excitement has subsided, the public
